By ſharpe and brazen ſterrmes; nor doe they know 
Surely to whom they doe their ruine owe, 

Whether the weathers furyor the foe, 

Nor did confuſion of all ſounds attrighr 

The cares alone; bur through thar horrid night, 
Which ſhowre-black clouds,& «kies rempeftuous brovghr, 
With no yngll rerrour the wing'd lightning ſhot ; 

No other iN to them the day could giuc; 
Noorhe! tire in ſuch a ſtorme covld live,

His cheerefull Sou'dicrs on to Corduba : : 
Eirher to rake that wealthy Towne, or draw 
Pap; trom VIl's fiene 3 the fuſt in vaine 
Cz{2/ atlay'd; the laſt he did vbraine 3 / 6:4 
For 
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{ Fer Pompey ſtraight, although within the Towne 
His brother Sex144 lay in Garriſon, 
Abandons VIJa, and *gainſt Ceſar goes; 
Who from the walls of Corduba aroſe 
Beforc his foes approach, loth there to trie

He nere ſaw warre til] Munda's field was fought. 
Both Generalls alike rwixt hope and feare, 


With needlefle ſpeeches their fierce Souldicrs cheare, 


Till weary'd with the tojile, they both rene, 
And from two lutle hills behold the dire 
Encounter of thcir men, when Ceſa-'s eyes, 
Thar drie, had view'd whole Nations tragedies, 
Began ro melt ; and whileſt bright viCtory, 

Ore both the armies houer'd doubrtully, 

Ceſar and Porpey had forgot their hopes, 

And onely piry'd their engaged troops, . 
Fearing both armies in the place would die, 
And leaue no conqueſt, bur one tragedic. 

A balefc1l flence on the ſudden then 

Polleft the ficld ; no ſhowts of hghring men 
Were heard; as if they labour'd to keepe in 
Their ſp'rits for ation ; hands alone were ſeene 
To moue, and write in bloody CharaQters 
Their deep: reſolues : young Pompey's Souldiers 
Beyond this day diſdaine ro h1ope ar all; 

And Ceſa/*s men promiſe, in Pompey's fall 
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The fixth Booke. 
To all their toiles a rich and quiet cloſe, 
And that the World no more can finde them foes : 
At laſt the batrells fortune ſcent'd ro leane 

To Pompey's fide, and Ceſar's fainting men 

Gaue backe apace, nor (carce with all their mighe 
Could the Centurions ſtay their open flight: 
When Ceſar arimn'd with high deſpaire, preparing 
The fatal] Ponyard, which he wore, and baring 
His man]y breſt, thus {peakes; Oh Fortune, now 
] ſce thou wants not power to ouerthraw 

What erc thou buiid'ſt; bur T accuſe not thee; 
Enough already haſt thou done for me: 

Enough haue thy tranicendent fauours grac'd 
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My lives whole courſe : ſhould*ſt thou not change art laſt 


Perhaps the erring World might cenſure me 
More than a man, and thee no Deirie : 

I that ſo long haue thy high fauours knowne, 
Can thus ſecute'y entertaine thy frowne. 

There had he dy'd; but as kinde mothers doe 
Ofcler cheir children neere to dangers gor, 

That then, when they perceivie them moſt afraid, 
They may the more endearetheir rimely aid : 

So Fortune findes an yncxpeRed way 

To ſauc his Fate; whileſt yer his men made ſtay 
And kept the field, King Bogud, that withour 

T he barcell ſtood, whecles ſuddenly about 

To (eize young Pompey's Campe; which to preyent 
Leauino his Nation Labtenus went, 

And with him drew kue cohorts from the fight : 
Which a@ion chang'd the bartels forrune quire ; 
Whileſt haplefle errour through berh armics flew, 
And Pompcy's battell ſuddenly orerhrew ; 

For miſconceit thar Labienwus fled 

Had quite diſhcartened hys ca fide, and bred 
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The fixth Booke. 


in Ceſar's Souldicrs moſt affured hopes: 

Nor could young Pompey ſtay his flying troops, 
Too Jate (alas) it was to make them know | 
What haplefle errour caus'd their oyerthrow ; 
For routed once ore all the field they flic 

A prey to the purſuing cnemie, 

Vnhappic Attius Yarxs, where he ſtood 
Enuiroa'd round with carcaſles, and blood ; 
Vargs, that twice before a warre had led 
*Gainſt Ceſar*s fortune, and twice vanquiſhcd, 
When hc had Jabour'd long in vaine to ſtay 
His flying men, loth to out-jive rhe day, 

Or longer kcepe thar often corquer'd breath, 
Now ruſhes boldly en, to finde a death 
Amid'ſt the thickeſt of his enemies, 

And gladly there on all their weapons dies. 

Burt when (alas) ſad Labienxs view'd 
How great and ſwift a ruine had enſa'd 
Vpon his hapleſſe aftion, curling Fate 
And his owne dire misfortue, too too late 
Secking to ralley his diſorder'd troops, 

He ctyes, *tis I, that haue vndone the hopes 
Of wretched Rome; *cis I have loſt the day: 
Through this dire breſt take your reuenging way, 
And expiare this fatal] ouerthrow, 

Or Ceſar's ſwords ſhall rake revenge for you: 
Then (like a Libyan Lion round beſer, 

Arm'd with a high deſpaire and rage as great) 
Carelcfle of wounds or weapons forth he goes 
Toſell a loathed lifc deere to his foes: 

Till by a thouſand ſwords at laſt he dies, 

And to the ſhades his angry ſpirit flies. 

Pempey perceiues his army ouerthrowne, 
And now the lolle ureparable growne, 
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And thovgh he ſee no cauſe that ſhould inuite 
Him ro out-liuc the fury of the fight, 
11is owne freſh youth perſwades him r entertaine 
A furure hope to raiſe his State againe: | 
High mountcd on a Spaniſh Steed he flies 
(Leauing in ficld his routed Companies) 
V/ith ſpeed, Cartcia's harbour to atraine, 
And taile from thence; bur to difaſtrous Spaine 
Sterne Pates the death of rhis young man decree ; 
And he cre long the ſelfe ſame deſtiny 
Forc'd to endure on Spaines vnhappie ground 
That his great Father in falſe Xgypr found. 

His brother © Sextus ſcap'd from that ſad day 
Fortune long hides in Celtiberia 
To raiſe his Stare againe, againe to breathe 
Ficth warre and rune after Ceſar's death, 
And once againe with faQion rend the State 
In that ſad time of Romes T r1umuirate. 

The hght was done, and nothing now enſu'd 
But impious rage, and murder ; the purſu*d 
To Porpry's Campe and Munda's walls (alas) 
For refuge fled, but vaine thatrcfuge was. 
So horrid now was the Czfſarians rage, 
That ycither pitie could their heat aflwage, 
Nor ſtrength detend rheir wretched enemies 
F.om their dire force; on cuery fide the cries 
And groanes of dying men are heard alone; 
Neuer ſo ſauage cruejne was ſhowne 
Againſt the worſt of forren toes, a5 then 
The vanquith'd fclt ftrem their owne Countrymen 2 
Which moſt appear'd, when to ſurpriſe the Towne 
(A thing among'ſt Barbarians neucr knowne ) 
The wotkes they rais'd againſt u ro maintaine 
The ſicge, were carcalles of Romans llaine, 
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The ſixth Booke. 


Ceſar, that nere before did truly ſee 
How hard-it was to gaine a vitory, 
(Since Forrune ſtill his with with eaſe had wrought, 
And he for glory, not for life had fought 
Till Munda's field) recounts what he had loſt, 
Grieuing to inde what this ſad conqueſt coſt, 

He ſometimes wail*'d his owne flaine Souldiers then, 
Sometimes the flaughrer'd foes, as Countrimen, 
And wiſhes ſome, to whom he now might ſhow 

His wercy, had ſuruju'd the ouerthrow; 

And almoſt raxes Fortune, who that day 

Had wrought his ends by ſuch an cnuy'd way. 
Neuer till now did Ceſar*s penſiue breſt, 

Truly reuolue how tragicallthe beſt 

Succelle will be that Ctuillwarre affords, 

And how dcepe wounds his ſadly conquering ſwords 
Had made in th? entrajles of afflited Rome, 

Now Thapſus battell, now Pharſalia come 

Into his ſad remembrance; and almoſt 

He withes all his Triumphs had beene loſt, 

Rather than with ſuch horrid flauchter won, 

And that he nere had croſſed Rubicon: 

Scatce can the glories, that ir brings, outweigh 
The inward ſorrow for fo blacke a day. 


While thus Great Ceſar*s troubled thoughts were led, 


Cenonius centers and preſents the heed 

Of Noble Pormpry, whoſe now puty'd ſtate 
Call'd to remembrance his great Fathers fare, 
In treacherous AXgypt ; and no lefle than his 
Inforced teares of ruth from Ceſar's eyes, 
How did he die (quoth he) relate to ys 

His tragedy : when thus Cenonin ; 


When Munda's helds ftrew'd with his flaughter'd rroo 


Young Porpcy law, and yoide of preſent hopes 
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| Fled roCarteia, ro embarque from thence 
| For forren coaſts, fearing the Citizens 
| Andour purſuit, he left the Towne againe, 
| Andquite bereft of all kis ſcattered traitic 
' Wounded and lame, retir*d into a wood, 
Thar nor farre diſtant from Carteia ſtood, 
Hoping the couerrt of that ſhady place 
A while might yeeld him ſhelter from the chace. 
We enter*d in, and Jong the wood ſuruay'd 
Wirh curious cycs, and long in vaine we ſtray'd: 
Bur farre within a ſpreading Beech there ſtood, 
Where weary'd now, and faint through loſſe of blood 
Alone he fate; he that had fought ſo late

Which fence the wealthy Beticke regions, 


Breathe novght but peace, nor longer co oppol:: 


Ceſar's preuaiſing Fortune, harbour foes. 
Nor doe thele onely their tubiection yeeld 
To Ceſar, bur the fartheſt, the moſt wilde, 
And ſauage Nations, rough Aſturians, 
Fierce Callaicians, bold Cantabrians 

From all the fartheſt aiſtant thores of Spaine 
Doe humbly ſue his fauour ro obtaine ; 

The Joue they bare to Powpey's name before 


Was quitc oreborne by Fate, and could no more 


Aſaintaine a faCtion againſt Ceſar*s pouer ; 
Who now a ſole vnriual,'d conquerour, , 
From that ſubieCted coaſt haſts to be vone 
To viſite Rome, which now was lus alone, 
And there in feareletic Triuwphs re diſplay 
The wofull glorics of blacke Munga's day.

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Reſts now to act (fo you rhe warredecrec.) 
When hr{t the Spring diffolues the mountaine ſnow, 
And Weſterne winds vpon the waters blow ; 
When with his golden hornes bright Taurus opcs 
The chearctul] yeare; thall theſe vitorious troops 
Aduance againſt the Parthians, and there die, 

Or fetch thoſe Eagles home with victory 
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Which Craſſas loſt: till then you need nox feare 
The inſolency of the Souldier, 
I hat their diſorder'd licence here at howe 
May any way aiſturbe the peace of Rome. 
My care already has (beſides the ſpoiles

Wirh thoſc great ſummes, which here ſo lately 1 
(Perchance much cnuy'd) rais'd in ltaly

Then, Cenſcripr Fathers, if your wiſdomes ſhall 
Eſtecme of Ceſar as a Generall, 
Fit roTeuenge the Roman infamy 
* Gainſt Parthia's pride, decree the warre tome: 
I am your Souldier ſt1]]; nor erc has ouzhe 
But Romesrenowneby all my toiles beene ſought: 
You ſhall perceive that Ceſar's Souldicrs are 
Not onely fortunate in Ciuill warre. 
Ceſar had ended; when the Fathers all 
To ſuch a wartc, and ſuch a Gencrall 
Giue glad conſent, and with one yoyce decree 
The Parthian warre to Ceſar*s auſpicic. 

But Fares deny what they fo much delir'd;' 
Thedate of Ceſar's glory was expit'd, 
And Fortune weary'd with his Triumphs now 
Reuolrs from him; more rume and more woe 
Was yet bel1'nde tor wretched Rome toaſt : 
Nor can their quiet happineſle out-laſt 
The lite of Ce/ar, whole approaching Fare 
More Ciuill warres and wounds mult expiate. 

No vertue, bountie, grace, nor clemency 
Could long ſecure yiurped Soucraignty : 
For more that power to Citizens barne free 
DiRaftfull was than benefits could be 
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The ſeuenth Booke. 
Sweet and delightſome : which ſoone haſten'd on 
Tlr vntimely death of Cefay ; Nor alone 
To this conſpiracy did hatred draw 
His ancient focs; as Pontizs Aquiia, 
B ucoltanus, and Cecalius, 
Ligaries pardon'd once, and Rubr'us, 
Seruilizs G 21ba, Sextazs Naſo too, 
Spurizs, with many of the faCtion moe? 
But cuen*monoſt Ceſa> friends dire Enuy wro vohr; 
And to his ſlaughter bold Trcbonu brought, 
Caſca, and Cimber, 2nd Mingting 
His ſeeming friends ; nor thee, Oh Caſſius, 
Could Ceſar”s fauour, nor thy Pretorthip 
Ot Rome obrain'd, from rhis dire murther keepe. 
Decime Brutus too, fo highly grac'd, 
And in ſo neere aranke of friendſhip plac'd 
With Ce/zr, to whoſe trtzſt and governance 
The wealthy prouince of Tranſalpine France 
C<ſr had left, cnuying his Patrons power 
Among the reſt is tur? d confpiratour : 
Nor ſcemes the knor of this grear faction yer, 
To be of ſtrength enough, valeſle they get 
Young Marcus Brutus in, whothen did ſway 
The Prouince ot Ciſalpine Gallia, 
Colleague with Caſſizs (as Romes Pretors) then, 
And hiph in Ceſar 3grace: this braue young mart 
For his knowne vertues and admired parts, 
In all the peoples diſcontenred hearts 
Did ſceme moſt thought of, and mark'd out ro be 
The vindicatour of loſt libertic ; 
Nor did they hide it, but in hbells wrote 
On his Pretorian cel}, expreſt their thought, 
Taxing his courage as degenerare 
From th' ancient Bratz, who firſt freed rhe State 
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Of Rome from Monarchy; as if the fame 
Of ſuch an a& could ſuit no other name, 
And he by fatall birth condemn'd to be 
An Actor now in Ce/ar's I ragedy. 

Now had Kh.mnyſian Nemcfrs poſicſt 
In all her blackeſt formes, the vengeful breſt 
Of fierie Caſſius, and did wholly ſw:y 
His eager thoughts, impatient of delay : 
Who, by night ſilence, enters Brutxs houſe ; 
Him there he findes alone, and anxious, 
Watling his Countries Fate, and fadder farre 
T han when rhe feare of this great Ciuill warre 
Firſt ſeiz'd the peoples hearts, and frighred Rome 
Was filPd with farall prodigies: ro whom 
Caſſsu beginnes : Oh why ſhould Brutus ſpend 
That prevons time in thought, which he ſhould lend 
In active aid, to his ſ:d Countries need; 
Thar would 2gaine by Brutus hand be freed, 
Sce what the peoples longing thoughts expe 
That thou ſhould'ſt worke for them ; marke the effeR 
Of what thcy write on thy Prztorian Sel]; 
There may*ſt thou read that (though contented well) 
Theylook'd no farther than for vaine delights 
(As Libyan huntings, and Circenſian fights) 
Fiom orthe: Pi xtors, they expect from thee 
A benckit, no I{]c than liberrtie: 
Can Britus thinke that Ceſar, while he liuey 
Wi} cre refignc fo great a powet, who ſtriues 
To make it more his owne ; and not content 
With a DiRaror*s name and youcrnmenr, 
An office oft bceſtow'd, while Rome was free, 
Aimes at more certaine markes of Monarchy 
The Regall Crowne and Sceprer, thinking all 
The Senate giues, caulſc they c#n giue ir, ſinall? 
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Why were the Tribunes elſe, for raking downe 
From Ceſar's Statue, late, a golden Crowne, 
Depos'd? Or whatcould he by Jaw alleage 
Againſt their perſons ſacredpiuilege ? 

Did lewd Antonmeput a Diadem 

On Ceſar”s head, to be refus'd by him 

In pnblike onely, and.nat there to trie 

How we would allallow his Manarcby ? 

Beſides a thouſand more awbirious arts, 

He daily findes to ſound the peoples hearrs. 

His death the period of his pride wuſt be, 

And muſt with ſpecd be-wrought: for if, till he 
Returne criumphant fromthe Parthian warre, 
We ſhou'd delay our yengeauce, harder farrc, 
And with mote cnuy muſt it then be done, 
When he morc honour and more Joauc has wonne. 
. To ſhake off Ce/ar*s yoke this is the time, 

Or makeit not our owne, but Fortunes crime: 
The Noble B-utxs figh'd; Oh Caf, 

It Heauens (quoth he) haue nor allottcd vs 

A longer date of freedome, how can we 
With feeble armes controule their high decree ? 
They, that in Affricke, Spaine, and Theilaly 
Condcmn'd the cauſe of Roman liberty, 

W111] not proteR it now : and better farre 

It ſhould be loft in faire and open warre, 

From whence art firſt it ſprung, and grew ſo high, 
Than to be ſau'd by ſecret treachery, 

Such as the ancient Romans ſcorn'd to vic 
*Gainſt worſt of facs, Noble Fabritze,
